Toere com ts the sad news from Dakota 
by telegra ph to relatives here that Lewis 
Merriman, a former resident of Dix on, 
and his son, Holiie, were found frozen to 
death in a blizzard at their farm near A l­ 
toona . that territory , during the storm of 
Thursda y . 
Hollie, a boy of 
nineteen 
y ears, and his fa ther, were ca ught in the 
storm when only a bout ha lf a mile trom 
the house. 
The boy ma na ged to reach 
within a bout one hundred feet of the 
house where he fell ex ha usted and froze 
to death. 
T he father died where the son 
h id left him, farther a wa y from the home. 
This is indeed sad news. 
Mr. Merriman 
ca m e to Dix on a bout tw enty y ears a go 
from the Sta te of Connecticut, resided 
here until he moved to Da kota a bout five 
y ea rs ago, to ma ke that new territory his 
home. 
His rela tives and m a ny friends 
hire will rend this sad new s with much 
sorrow. Decea sed was a brother of J oseph 
Merriman, of Da kota ; Dr 
Merriman and 
Mrs. W a lla ce J udd, of South D ix on; Mrs.

Carlisle’s co unsel, Mr. Hailam, o pened his 
argument by ho lding that Tho be’s co mplaint 
sho wed no go o d reaso n fo r reo pening the 
case, and then pro ceeded to read his testi­ 
mo ny.

affidav its was 
fro m J o hn A. Go o dso n, Carlisle’s bro ther- 
in-law, po sitiv ely denying that he had ad­ 
mitted 
that Carlisle had 
been defeated, 
which denial was co nfirmed by an afli lav it 
fro m Charles Easto n. 
Go o dso n’s affidav it 
also denied that any relativ e o f the speaker 
had appro ached Wo o d, Tho be's first co unsel, 
and attempted to influence him. 
This state­ 
ment w'as backed up by an affi lav it fro m 
Wo o d, who swears that Tho be’s case lan­ 
guished because Tho be himself was indiffer­ 
ent. 
The statem ent in Tho be’s ev idence that 
Carlisle o r his friends bad admitted his de- 
feut o n the day succeeding the electio n was 
declared false by sev eral o ther witnesses. 
To meet the statements made by Tho be 
to uching the m eeting o f Carlisle’s friends o n 
electio n night, the co unsel pro duced an affi­ 
dav it signed by J udge Geo rge Parkins, W.

—The wo o l 
co nference adjo urned Saturday. 
B >fo re ad­ 
jo urning it issued a declaratio n in which it 
says it speaks as it believ es fo r the who le 
wo o l interest o f the co untry. 
The pith o f 
the declaratio n is the claim that the pro ­ 
ductio n and manufacture o f wo o l shall be 
pro tected by an adequ ite tariff, and an ex* 
j tensiv e argument is made to pro v e this po si- 
| tio n. 
The abo litio n o f the duties in wo o l 
wo uld I** almo st fatal to the sheep industry. 
Co ngress is earnestly requested’to ¡ ass a jo int 
reso lutio n co rrecting the present erro neo us 
classificatibn o f wo rsteds by directing that 
they be cl issiff ;d as wo o len clo ths, and the 
passage o f Aldrich’s bill to suppress under­ 
v aluatio ns is also urged. 
The co nference presents fo r the co nsidera­ 
tio n o f co ngress a new wo o l schedule, which 
increases the duty o n first-class wo o l wo rth 
30 cents per po und by adding 11 per cen t ad 
v alo rem in additio n to tho present specific 
rate o f 10 cents per po und, and o n first-class 
wo o l wo rth mo re than 30 cents per po und by 
adding 10 per cent ad v alo rem to the present 
duty o f 12 cents per po und. 
The duty o n seco nd-class wo o l, go at, al­ 
paca, camel, and Lima hair, wo rth 30 cents 
o r less per po und, is increased by adding II 
per cen t ad v alo rem to the present specific 
duty o f 10 cents per po und, and o n seco nd- 
class wo o l wo rth mo re than 30 cents per 
po und by adding 10 per cent, ad v alo rem. 
The duty o n third-class wo o l wo rth 12 cents 
o r less per po und is raised fro m 2;;/ to 3 cents 
per po und, and o n third-class wo o l wo rth 
mo re than 12 cents per po und fro m 5 to 6 
cents per po und.

He looked ev ery inch a p rince, did T oinhar 
Indeed, according to his own testim ony 
which no one thought it w orth his while din* 
p uting. he did hav e royal blood in his v eins, 
being the son and heir ap p arent of a p ower­ 
ful A frican king. 
He could rem em ber the 
tim e, when a child of 7 years, he, w ith his 
father, m other and a band of arm ed w arriors, 
had m ade an exp edition to^he coast for the 
p urp ose of p rocuring th a t article indisp ensa­ 
ble alike to the civ ilized and the sav age—salt. 
I t was on the return journey th a t th eir 
cam p was one night surrounded and, after a 
desjjerate bat tle, liis father, m other and most 
of the w arriors w ere slain.

H e n c e th e rest o f th e p la n ta tio n d a r k ie s, w ith 
th e s u p e rs titio n of th e ir ra ce, r e g a r d e d yo u n g 
T o m ba r as a n u n c a n n y b e in g in le a g u e w ith 
t h e e v il one. 
He was, himself, the v ictim of a strange 
fancy, childish but p oetical. 
T hrough the 
edge of the p lantation ran a large riv er, on 
the luniks of which it was Tom ba rs delight 
to stroll in his aim less fashion, 
lie was seen, 
one sum m er s afternoon, to p lunge into its 
waters. 
Being an exp ert sw im m er, it was 
sup p osed th a t he was am using himself by in­ 
dulging in th a t exercise, bu t as he rose and 
sank, m aking no effort to sustain himself, 
one of the Held hands, w orking near, jum p ed

A frica, and he would aw ake there as from a 
dream . 
A fter this he was. w atched closely, and 


w henev er he exhibited any U ndency to sul>- 
m arine transm igration, which, for a long 
tim e, he frequently did, he was subjected to 
th e ov erseer's whip and p ut in solitary con­ 
finem ent. 
The la tte r p m ¡-Imv nt s. » ni* d 
m ost effectiv e, ns 
ho w< uld receiv e the 
form er w ith sullen endurance and an a ir 
show ing p lainly th a t his sp irit was uncon­ 
querable, 
Tom bar grew to bo a p re a ; m an, stalw art, 
broad lion ha red and p roud *n bis Ijearing.

Caucasian features, p roi-luiu ed him to hav e 
no kinship w ith tho o rd in ary G uinea negroes 
w ith whom the p lantation was stocked.

story, indicated th a t he belonged to some in­ 
terior trilie rem ote from the coast. He nev er 
did any th in g to incur th e charge of v« k>- 
dooism, 
yet the

was 
sufficient 
to m ake 
the 
sim p le 
negroes 
reg ard 
him 
as 
a 
m ighty conjuror who could, if ho chose, 
a t any m om ent p ut them under th e in­ 
fluence of the ev il eye. 
On w inter nights, 
w hen group ed around a lire t f blazing logs, 
relatin g stories of ghosts, goblins, witches 
and other m onsters know n to th eir folk lore, 
Tom bar was alw ays associated, somehow, in 
th eir m inds w ith t he eerie p ortion of the n a r­ 
rativ e. 
His silence, rarely broken, and the 
fact th a t nev er in all his life had he been 
know n to sm ile, intensified their lxdief in his 
sujKU’n atural p owers. 
They would not hav e 
lieen surp rised at any tim e to hav e seen him 
disap jiear in sulp hurous flames or m etam or 
p hose him self into a huge black snake and 
begin his dialsdieal m ischief L»y sw allow ing 
all the litt le negroes on th e p lace.
